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LEGISLATIVE SHORTCOMINGS 


It is probably felt by the majority of 
people that the state legislatures fail to 
measure up. to reasonably good standards 
of civic serviee. One reason is that 
men of best ability and greatest compe 
tence are so frequently reluctance to stand 
for a legislative seat And one reason why 
they won’t take these offices, is that the 
performance of this duty takes a man so 
much time away from his business. 

So, in so far as a legislative body can 
quit dawdling and perform its work quick- 
ly and promptly and adjourn, it makes 
service in such bodies attractive to men 
of the best ability. 

The great vital questions effecting the 
people are allowed to drag along indefi- 
nitely, or are sidestepped ¥ntirely, for two 
reasons. One of these reasons is that a 


che 


certain per, cent of legislators are always 


for sale to the interests ‘which want such 
legislation retarded. That percentage 
may be and doubtless is small, but it is 
quite effeetive in blocking needed legisla- 
tion, by filibustering and other well-known 
tactics. Another reason is that many men 
elected to the legislatures are small bores. 
They are men of mediocre ability, and 
their minds being small, they naturally 
think along small lines, and so clutter up 
the docket and take up the time of the 
legislative bodies with a lot of bills and 
measures that are of small, if any, interest 
to the general publie. 

In California right now the great prob- 
lems of food profiteering, unemployment, 
labor troubles and economic conditions are 
receiving secant attention, while Sunday 
closing of shoe shining parlors, climina- 
tion of meadow larks, length of bed sheets, 
creation of more public holidays and a lot 
of similar junk are absorbing the time of 
the august bodies elected to deal with the 
important. problems vitally effecting the
